Georgia Liquor Going Up 


The Usual Ordinary Dollar Kind 


Now Sells Forj $2.50 in 


Prohibition Georgia. 


In May last Prohibition laws went into effect ta 
Georgia. How little ttat law is regarded may be 
seen from an Atlanta dispatch under date of Janu- 
ary 3, and published in a Philadelphia paper. Soma 
extracts follow: "In some cities in Georgia liquor 
may be bought at any time. It is true that it is not 
difficult to get a Bottle of whisky in Atlanta, for in- 
stance, but owing to the fact that blind tigors are 
taking considerably longer chances than formerly, 
the price has materially advanced. 
Dollar liquor 


sells for about $2.50 a bottle, while some of the bat- 
ter grades run as high as $4 for a short quart. An 
Atlanta man who was in Macon recently, and wanted 
a Dottle of whisky mentioned the fact to a friend. 
He got it in a lew micutes. 
Reports reach here 


from other cities in Georgia whore whisky may be 
obtained without material difficulty, all of which is 
apparently indicative of tlie fact that there has 
teen a loosening of the reins since May i. It is nat- 
ural that these conditions should have produced 
some further agitation, and the rapid increase in 
liquor shipments has had somewhat of the same 
effect. Atlanta increased from some 7000 shipments 
in May to more than 40,000 in October, and the holi- 
day record will probably pass 50,000." When mere- 
ly one city iu. a Prohibition State shows by FACTS 
that almost r' times more liquor is shipped to it 
five mouths at tor it embraces Prohibition (May 
liquor shipments 7000 packages, October 40,000
